MORE than £47,000 was raised through a 
celebrity football match in aid of a charity 
set up in memory of a family killed in the 
Tunisia terror attack, and a hospice. 

The star-studded contest at Walsall’s 
Banks’s Stadium last month saw a host of 
high-profile names take to the pitch with 
glamour model Katie Price and X Factor 
winner Shayne Ward leading out the two 
sides. Other celebs included EastEnders ac¬ 
tors Jake Wood and Dean Gaffney. 

Calum Best and former Wolves player 
Jamie O’Hara were also in the line-ups. 

The event raised money for Smile for Joel 
and Compton Hospice. The Smile for Joel 
charity, which helps families of people killed 
in homicides, was set up in memory of Joel 


Richards, aged 19, from Wednesbury, who 
was killed alongside his uncle Adrian Evans, 
from Bilston, grandfather Patrick Evans, 
from Wednesbury, and 35 others in Sousse 
in 2015. 

A total of £47,226 was raised from the 
match. Joel’s mother Suzy Richards said 
on the day: “The support has been fantastic 
since day one. The ripples of what happened 
have affected so many people. I just cannot 
thank everyone enough. Everyday for us is 
still hard as you can imagine. But we have 
to try and get through it the best we can. We 
went from a family of six to a family of three 
just by going on holiday.” 

After the final total was announced Sue 
Chance, head of fundraising at Compton 


Hospice said: “Thank you to everybody who 
turned out to support this celebrity football 
match. All of the celebrities taking part 
gave their time for free to raise funds for 
Compton and Smile for Joel, who we were 
honoured to team up with for such a fan¬ 
tastic event. 

“We are delighted the match has raised 
£23,613 for each charity which will go a long 
way to supporting patients and their fam¬ 
ilies living with the effects of life limiting 
illnesses.” 

Wayne Thomas, commercial manager at 
Walsall Football Club added: “We at Wal¬ 
sall Football Club were delighted to play a 
small part as the host venue It was a truly 
memorable day.” 


Owners told to keep pets on leads after wildlife tragedy 


DOG ALERT AFTER 
SWAN IS MAULED 


DOG walkers are being urged to keep their 
pets on leads near a pool at a West Brom¬ 
wich park after a swan was killed in a shock¬ 
ing attack. 

Signs have gone up after the bird was mauled by a dog 
at Dartmouth Park and owners have been warned they 
will be fined if they ignore orders to put dogs on leads. 

The RSPCA was called to attend to the swan which suffered serious 


injuries to its wing and did not 
survive. The attack has prompted 
council bosses to act. 

Dartmouth Park, which joins 
onto Sandwell Valley Country 
Park, is hugely popular with dog 
walkers. As well as extra signage, 
council chiefs said wardens would 
be carrying out extra patrols to 
ensure the park’s wildlife is safe. 

Ian Carroll, who is part of ac¬ 
tion group Swanwatch, said the 
bird had been part of a breeding 
pair in the park for 11 years. 

Action 

Sandwell Council’s leisure boss 
Councillor Richard Marshall said: 
“We are aware of an incident that 
happened at Dartmouth Park. 
Following this, we have put up 
signs around the pool asking dog 
walkers to keep their pets on a 
lead when in that area. 

“Our wardens are also carry¬ 
ing out more patrols around the 
park and talking to dog owners 
to make them aware of the situa¬ 
tion. It is important for dog walk¬ 
ers to ensure they are responsible 
for their pets when they are off

the lead and that they should put 
them on leads if instructed by 
wardens or be subject to fines if 
they do not comply.” 

The RSPCA has echoed the ad¬ 
vice of the council following the 
attack on June 7. 

RSPCA Midlands spokes¬ 
woman Rachel Butler said: “It 
would have been very distressing 
for people to witness this attack, 
and the message here is clear - 
please keep your dog under con¬ 
trol when you know you are near 
wildlife. Remember that a wild 
animal may be nearby, but not 
instantly obvious, so make sure 
you keep a watch out.” 

Mr Carroll said: “I am dis¬ 
gusted by this latest dog attack, 
a problem which is getting worse. 
There need to be more stringent 
dog control orders in this park 
and borough-wide. 

“Dog owners must control their 
pets and realise that birds graze 
on the grass for food.”

Teachers were also praised for al¬ 
lowing students to enter GCSE exams 
early and said the academy ‘prioritised 
pupils’ individual success and achieve¬ 
ment over whole school league tables’.

Housing hope as 
troubled bar sold 

A TROUBLED bar which was shut down by 
police has been sold, raising hopes it could 
be redeveloped. 

The Triple S bar, 
in Tipton, is in 
new hands having 
stood empty for al¬ 
most two years. 

Plans to turn it 
into flats had been 
in the pipeline prior 
to its sale. 

Police took ac¬ 
tion following a string of violent incidents 
at the venue, including an attack which put 
a young man in a coma. 

Following a period of uncertainty, it has 
now been confirmed that the Bradleys 
Lane venue has been sold. 

Details of the buyer and sale price have 
not been revealed. Triple S had been due 
to be offered at an auction earlier this year 
for £110,000. 

An application to convert the building 
into three flats was lodged last year but 
later withdrawn. It is believed plans for 
housing could soon be resurrected.

Leader in pledge on 
flats' safety after fire 

CHECKS on newly refurbished 
high-rise flats have been carried 
out to meet fire safety regula¬ 
tions, residents were this week 
assured. 

Several tower blocks have been ren¬ 
ovated in Sandwell over the last few 
years, including the addition of new 
cladding to improve insulation. 

The devastating fire in London, which 
left at least 17 dead, and how quickly the 
flames spread, has led to questions about 
the safety of external cladding. 

Sandwell Council leader Steve Eling said 
material used in the borough was non-flam¬ 
mable. He also said it was too soon to say 
whether a proposed refurbishment of tower 
blocks in Oldbury would be reviewed in 
light of the tragedy. 

There are 55 tower blocks in Sandwell, 
with extensive work carried out at Beacon- 
view, Broome, Stanton and Sheapecoate 
and Kynaston Houses in West Bromwich 
in recent years. 

Planning documents submitted ahead of 
the work on the blocks showed they were 
fitted with ‘high density laminate boards 
on aluminium rails’ with ‘a mineral fibre 
insulation backing’. 

Recommendations 

Councillor Eling said the flats were fitted 
with insulation which should not burn. 

He said the council would go along with 
any recommendations from fire chiefs to 
review safety at tower blocks but that he 
was confident they did not present a risk. 

He said: “The cladding done in Sandwell 
is Rockwool and that does not burn. We 
can give people assurance in Sandwell 
where buildings are fitted with Rockwool. 

There is not a polyurethane insulation used 
in Sandwell. We will work in co-operation 
with West Midlands Fire Service and any 
recommendations they provide. If implica¬ 
tions for other local authorities arise from 
the fire clearly we would assess any recom¬ 
mendations that come out of that. 

“The integrity of our buildings in rela¬ 
tion to fire is about as good as it can be.” 

A £10 million refurbishment programme 
on a group of high rises on the Lion Farm 
estate in Oldbury is set to go ahead this 
year, including new windows, external 
cladding, improvements to the balconies. 



Researchers’ 
virtual work 
will be going 
swimmingly 

UNIVERSITY academics are working 
with marine researchers to create new 
types of virtual reality for visitors to an 
aquarium. 

The academics from the University of 
Birmingham are working with the Na¬ 
tional Marine Aquarium. 

They have been exploring how ad¬ 
vanced visualisation techniques can 
be used to better understand Britain’s 
coasts since 2004. 

The new virtual reality representation 
is of Europe’s first artificial reef, which 
will also allowed the public to explore a 
3D shipwreck in real-time by piloting a 
virtual remotely operated vehicle using a 
gaming hand controller. 

The projects saw the team develop 
new software techniques in artificial life, 
which studied and simulated the behav¬ 
iour of biological organisms and systems. 

Mark Duchesne, general manager at 
the National Marine Aquarium, said: 
“At the NMA we are committed to in¬ 
vesting in projects which will allow us to 
better understand and preserve marine 
life. 

“The University of Birmingham is a 
centre of academic excellence, produc¬ 
ing ground-breaking technology, which 
we have been delighted to harness in 
Plymouth. 

“Virtual and augmented reality pro¬ 
vides a unique lens through which to 
explore otherwise hidden marine envi¬ 
ronments, making them not just acces¬ 
sible to experts but to all our visitors, as 
we all have an important part to play in 
protecting our oceans.” 

Apprenticeship 
firm In move 

AN apprenticeship, training and educa¬ 
tion provider has moved into the first 
floor of a prominent Black Country of¬ 
fice block. 

Succeed has taken part of the first 
floor at Landchard House, West Brom¬ 
wich, in a deal put together by agents 
Bond Wolfe. The firm has agreed a five 
year lease on 2,173 sq ft of space. 

There is now just one suite remaining 
in the Victoria Street building. 

Bond Wolfe managing partner James 
Mattin said: “Succeed is opening an 
office and training centre in the Black 
Country enabling them to reach a wider 
audience and offer their learning courses 
to even more people. 

“Landchard House continues to be a 
very popular location as this latest deal 
testifies.”

An application to change 
the use of the unit, in Albert Street, 
Wednesbury, has been submitted. If it 
gets the green light, then the building 
could play host to a model rail club and 
activities for over 60s. 
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Charity boss 
is fined for 
racial abuse 
of cabbie 

THE deputy boss of a charity helping 
people getting in to work has been 
fined more than £600 after racially 
abusing a taxi driver. 

Susan Dimmock, deputy chief exec¬ 
utive of Walsall-based Steps To Work, 
was found guilty of racially aggra¬ 
vated harassment after a trial. 

The charity, which receives funding 
from the EU and the National Lot¬ 
tery, helps people in the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire get in to work 
through training and advice. 

Dimmock, 52, of Edmonton Close, 
Cannock, abused taxi driver Mud- 
dasar Ali, who drove her home on the 
night of October 31. 

She denied racially aggravated 
harassment, but was found guilty by 
magistrates after a one-day trial last 
Thursday. She was fined £623 and 
told to pay a victim surcharge of £30 
and court costs of £362. 

Andrew Dimmock was also found 
guilty of two charges in relation to the 
same incident. 

The 50-year-old of the same address 
was in the taxi. Following a conversa¬ 
tion between the couple and Mr Ali, 
it was alleged he grabbed the driver’s 
radio equipment, breaking his blue¬ 
tooth device. It was said he also ripped 
the driver’s display licence. 

He was convicted of assault and 
criminal damage by magistrates. He 
was fined £173 and ordered to pay a 
victim surcharge of £30, £25 compen¬ 
sation and £362 court costs. 

Steps To Work was set up in 1999. 
The charity claims to have helped 
34,000 people into employment. 

Virtual replicas 
of organs on way 

A SYSTEM which allows medical 
practitioners to view virtual replicas 
of patients’ organ and body parts is 
being developed by academics in the 
West Midlands. 

Researchers at Birmingham City 
University’s digital media technology 
Lab are devising the system which 
enables users to interact with virtual 
models and patient data using free¬ 
hand movements. 

It will allow users to navigate and 
demonstrate patient data using hand 
motions and gestures. 

Dr Ian Williams said: “We are de¬ 
veloping this system as a platform to 
allow medical professionals to interact 
with genuine patient data and manip¬ 
ulate it by hand to educate and inform 
patients.”

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Built in 1840, in Union Street, the flour 
mill site has a guide price of £150,000 


AN historic former flour mill dating back 
to the 1840s in Tipton is going under the 
hammer. The building in Union Street has 
also been a Conservative club and a social 
club and is now up for grabs in an online 
auction on June 28 and 29. 

Built in 1840 to house Tipton’s Union 
Flour Mill, the property has a guide price 
of £150,000. 

Richard Reed MRICS, head of property 
at John Pye Property, said: “We are look¬ 
ing forward to putting this property up 
for auction, it has beautiful characteristics 
from its time as both a flour mill between 
1840 and 1909 - before becoming a base for 
Tipton Conservative Club and then a thriv¬ 
ing social club.” 

The main building is two storeys. Access 
to the basement level is partially availa¬ 
ble from the street and car park. The so¬ 


cial club currently houses a darts room, 
snooker room, an ‘L’ shaped bar area, 
function suite, office, fitted kitchen, three 
cellars, beer patio and a store area. It also 
has living accommodation upstairs with 
three-double bedrooms. 

A blue plaque was unveiled at the build¬ 
ing on August 18 1990 by Tipton Civic So¬ 
ciety.

Richard added: “Turning on¬ 
line clicks into bricks is something we 
pride ourselves on and we know the online 
method and ease of bidding on the go or 
from a portable device is what our sellers, 
agents and buyers want.”

Strip club has sexual 
shows licence revoked

A STRIP club where a man was left 
with ‘life-changing’ injuries follow¬ 
ing a brawl has had its sexual en¬ 
tertainment licence revoked. 

Bing Gentlemen’s Club in West Brom¬ 
wich town centre will be forced to cease 
all lap dancing activity unless its bosses 
successfully appeal the decision. 

The club also had its premises licence sus¬ 
pended to allow bosses time to make changes 
such as installing improved CCTV and lighting. 

It means the club could continue to operate 
as a bar serving alcohol without any sexual en¬ 
tertainment. 

A licence review hearing on Monday heard 
West Midlands Police had wide-ranging con¬ 
cerns about how Bing was being run which 
came to light following the disorder. These 
included a lack of consideration given to the 
possibility of its dancers having been trafficked. 

Disregard 

Police licensing officer Mick Boyd, said: “It 
is not thought staff at the club could determine 
if the Romanian women [working at the club] 
were under age to work as lap dancers. 

“No steps were taken by staff to prevent 
child sexual exploitation. The club was run for 
complete disregard for licensing rules and any 
consideration of possible exploitation or traf¬ 
ficking of the dancers who worked there.” 

Police sought to have the club’s sexual enter¬ 
tainment licence revoked following the ‘large 
scale disorder’ in the early hours of March 5. 

A 27-year-old man was found with serious 
head injuries outside Bing which is located on 
the corner of High Street and Victoria Street. 

Monday’s hearing heard the man has 
‘life-changing’ injuries and is now partly par¬ 
alysed down his life side. A police investigation 
into the incident is on-going. 

Licence holder, Shanvir Singh, and lease 
owner, Henry Nandra, were present at the 
hearing in Oldbury and represented by solicitor 
Avi Pawar, who argued it would have been a 
‘draconian’ step had the premises licence been 
revoked given there been only one ‘serious in¬ 
cident’. He also set out a number of measures 
which had since been implemented. 

Mr Singh and Mr Nandra declined to com¬ 
ment after the review hearing.

At a planning meeting, Councillor 
Bob Piper said: “The place is dread¬ 
ful. Why would we want to discourage 
development?” The former pub was 
partially demolished in 2011.

zero hours staff 
figure on the up 

THE number of zero hour and agen¬ 
cy contracted workers has more than 
doubled in West Midlands since 2011 
to 168,000, new research from GMB 
union reveals. 

The findings come as the union re¬ 
veals that up to a third of the work¬ 
force is in ‘precarious employment’. 

Joe Morgan, GMB Regional Secre¬ 
tary said: “Here on our own doorstep 
in the West Midlands we are witness¬ 
ing an epidemic of precarious work. 
Hundreds of thousands go to work 
either not knowing their hours, if 
they’ll be able to pay the bills, or what 
their long term prospects are.” 

Comedian Duncan 
chased back home

Escape plan 
alert after 
huge blaze 
at high rise 

FIRE chiefs in the Midlands have 
urged people living in high-rise flats 
to make sure they know what to do in 
the event of a fire following the devas¬ 
tating blaze in London. 

West Midlands Fire Service said it 
was vital residents knew their ‘escape 
plan’ so they could get out as fast as 
possible. 

Chief Fire Officer Phil Loach said 
firefighters train to be as prepared as 
possible for such large fires. He said: 
“There are nearly 1,000 residential 
buildings in the West Midlands with 
four storeys or more and more than 
half have at least eight storeys. 

Important 

“It is vitally important that any¬ 
one who lives or works in a high-rise 
building makes sure they know their 
building’s specific escape plan, which 
should be clearly and regularly com¬ 
municated by the owner or landlord.” 

He added: “ 

“We work closely with the landlords 
and owners of tower blocks through¬ 
out the West Midlands to help them 
do all they can to ensure the safety of 
people who live or work in them.” 

Hereford and Worcester Fire Ser¬ 
vice area commander Mark Preece 
said: “Working smoke alarms can 
provide the few vital extra seconds 
needed to escape in a fire. 

“We would encourage people to pre¬ 
pare and practise their plan of action 
and ensure that escape routes are 
clear, which will help ensure a speedy 
exit.”

Baggies fans 
among best 
behaved in 
top flight 

WEST Bromwich Albion fans are 
among the best-behaved in the Pre¬ 
mier League, according to figures 
from the British Transport Police. 

Officers were called to nine offences 
Baggies fans were involved in during 
one season. This was out of 233 inci¬ 
dents involving Premier League clubs. 
Albion came 13th in a list of Premier 
League clubs said to have the ‘worst 
culprits for hooliganism’ by the BTP. 

Top was West Ham, with 23 of¬ 
fences involving club supporters 
recorded. Manchester United, Man¬ 
chester City, Arsenal and Chelsea 
came joint second, with 21 incidents 
each. In total, the BTP recorded 2,030 
offences over the 2015/16 season - up 
four per cent from the year before, 
and the first rise in 10 years. 

A BTP spokesman said: “Unfor¬ 
tunately, on football match days, 
law-abiding members of the public 
and rail staff are subjected to abu¬ 
sive, obscene and sometimes racially 
offensive chanting, as well as display 
of violent behaviour.” 

The three most common football-re¬ 
lated offences are public disorder, 60 
per cent, alcohol offences, 20 per cent, 
and violent disorder, 16 per cent. 

Among the reported offences in¬ 
volving Baggies fans were incidents 
of disorderly behaviour, affray and 
grievous bodily harm. The GBH in¬ 
cident took place on September 19, 
2015 - a tie against Aston Villa in 
Birmingham. A male was waiting for 
a train when he saw a group of rival 
fans. It was alleged that the group of 
supporters punched the victim.

Cassidy travellers given 
ban on setting up camps 

SANDWELL Council, supported by 
West Midlands Police, has secured 
an injunction banning a travelling 
family from setting up unauthor¬ 
ised encampments anywhere in 
Sandwell. 

Fourteen members of the Cassidy fam¬ 
ily were named in the injunction granted 
by His Honour Judge McKenna, sitting at 
the High Court of Justice in Birmingham. 

It also forbids anyone setting up an unau¬ 
thorised encampment on 17 Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil-owned sites including parks, playing fields 
and open spaces. 

The court heard how the Cassidy family 
had caused anti-social behaviour including as¬ 
saults, large scale disorder, threats, intimida¬ 
tion, criminal damage and an extreme amount 
of fly-tipping on sites across Sandwell. 

The group, along with up to 40 caravans and 
vehicles, set up camp on Sandwell Council and 
privately-owned sites more than 25 times be¬ 
tween June 2014 and August 2016. 

Parks, business estates, car parks and play¬ 
ing fields were all targeted - often with human 
waste and tons of rubbish left behind once the 
group were moved on. 

Evidence 

The head of the family, John Cassidy, is now 
banned from the whole of Sandwell, while the 
rest of the family are prohibited from setting 
up unauthorised encampments, causing dam¬ 
age to barriers and fly-tipping anywhere in 
Sandwell. In addition to the order on the Cas¬ 
sidy family, the injunction also bans unauthor¬ 
ised encampments on 17 council sites regularly 
targeted by groups with caravans. 

Judge McKenna granted the injunction 
based on substantial evidence submitted by the 
council and West Midlands Police. 

Council Leader Councillor Steve Eling said: 

“The Cassidy family have caused anti-social 
behaviour, threatened council and police of¬ 
ficers, intimidated residents and fly-tipped on 
sites around Sandwell for some time. This in¬ 
junction is a message to the Cassidys and other 
groups who set up unauthorised encampments 
that we will not tolerate this behaviour.” 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member for re¬ 
generation and investment Councillor Paul 
Moore added: “Unauthorised encampments 
cause misery for residents, cost the council 
thousands of pounds a year and take up valua¬ 
ble police time and resources. This has to stop.” 


£200m metro link moves step closeij

THE £200 MILLION Midland 
Metro extension is on the verge of 
getting the green light after final 
plans were unveiled to Transport 
Secretary Chris Grayling. 

West Midlands Mayor Andy 
Street met with Mr Grayling at 
the Houses of Parliament in Lon¬ 
don to secure the multi-million 
pound funding for the project 
which has been more than a dec¬ 
ade in the making. 

It marks a major step forward 


for the scheme - which will see the 
tram service start in Wednesbury 
and stop at Great Bridge, Tipton, 
Merry Hill and Dudley Zoo. 

Mr Street, who presented the 
Secretary of State with a busi¬ 
ness plan alongside Transport for 
West Midlands managing director 
Laura Shoaf, said: “It is hard to 
understate just how important 
this project is to the Black Coun¬ 
try. The business case shows that 
for every pound invested in this 


project, it will return £2.50 for the 
local economy.” 

The seven-mile line will run 
along part of the former South 
Staffordshire railway from 
Wednesbury to Brierley Hill town 
centre with 17 stops, including at 
the DY5 Enterprise Zone at the 
Waterfront, Merry Hill Shopping 
Centre, Dudley Bus Station, and 
at Castle Hill for the Black Coun¬ 
try Living Museum and Dudley 
Castle. 
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Pub landlord to 
'assess options' 

THE landlord of a troubled pub will 
‘assess his options’ after its opening 
hours were cut by licensing chiefs. 

The Knights Quest, on High Street, 
Blackheath, will now have to shut 
at 1.30am on Fridays and Saturdays 
after police took action following 35 
incidents over the past two years. It 
previously stayed open until 2.30am. 

Sandwell Council licensing bosses 
ordered the pub to improve security 
at a hearing on Monday. 

Ben Williams, acting on behalf of 
landlord Thomas Lloyd, said he was 
disappointed with the decision.

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Fire horror 
shows best 
and worst 
of society 

THERE are some things words alone can 
never convey. Even the harrowing pic¬ 
tures from the Grenfell Tower block fire 
do not really capture the enormity of what 
happened. One night people were going 
about their normal business, maybe pre¬ 
paring for work the following day. Then, 
iittle more than an hour later, they died 
the most awful of deaths. 

An advert for a flat on the 18th floor 
was still on the internet last week, waxing 
lyrical about the block’s recent refurbish¬ 
ment, and portraying it as a stylish, desir¬ 
able place to live. It said the flat had now 
been let. I wonder what happened to the 
poor tenant. 

We should remember that such dis¬ 
asters are few and far between, but that 
will not stop thousands of people who 
live in similar blocks across the country 
wondering how safe their homes are. And 
how many of us will be looking carefully 
at the fire exits when we take our holidays 
in multi-storey hotels this year? 

The tragedy has also brought out both 
the best and the worst in humanity. One 
the one hand we have seen the heroism 
of the firefighters running into the build¬ 
ing, knowing full well that their lives were 
at risk. And the community, which rallied 
round so quickly and so generously to 
help. Not forgetting England footballer 
Ryan Bertrand, who out of his own pock¬ 
et has offered to help some of those dis¬ 
placed by the fire. 

Then, on the other hand, there is the 
woman who decided to take a few self- 
ies with the burning building in the back¬ 
ground. Perhaps we should cut her a bit 
of slack, as she doesn’t sound the sharp¬ 
est tool in the box. 

What is distasteful, though, is that while 
the fire crews were searching for bodies, 
the usual suspects found it impossible to 
resist scoring a few cheap points. 

On the one side, there are the shrill voic¬ 
es scenting blood, seizing the chance to 
turn it into some sort of class war and pin 
blame on the beleaguered prime minister. 
People like spoiled little rich girl Lily Allen, 
who was making all sorts of outrageous 
claims while the fire was still burning. 

Then, at the other end of the spectrum, 
there are the mean-spirited racists whose 
main concern appears to be the nation¬ 
alities of the victims, and why they had 
been given council flats. 

Certainly, the Grenfell fire raises many 
extremely uncomfortable questions, not 
least about the renovation works, the 
claims by residents about fire safety that 
were ignored, and why it was deemed 
more important to spend millions of 
pounds on cosmetic refurbishment than 
installing a sprinkler system. A lot of peo¬ 
ple will have a lot of difficult questions to 
answer. 

But this probing needs to be handled 
with forensic detail, tact, sensitivity and 
impartiality. 

Something tells me Lily Allen is proba¬ 
bly not the best person to do that.

The idyll is spoiled only by the constant whin¬ 
ing of what sounds like a particularly annoying 
lawnmower suspended in the heavens.

AFTER the nightmarish fire in Kensington, the 
focus of most comment seems to be on how 
the fire spread up Grenfell Tower, with the new 
cladding allegedly acting like an external chim¬ 
ney and turning the building into something re¬ 
sembling a blast furnace. But there is another 
issue which must today be haunting anyone liv¬ 
ing in any sort of high-rise block, whether fitted 
with cladding or not. Assuming this fire began 
in one of the apartments, how could it possibly 
have escaped from what is essentially a sealed 
concrete box? The exterior finish of Grenfell 
Tower may be a key factor in this disaster but 
was there also an issue right at the heart of the 
building? 

IN these days of computer-generated text 
and spell-checkers, a reader asks how can it be 
that a van dealer in Wolverhampton has paid for 
the following to be professionally painted on the 
rear of its vehicles: “Take advantage of our price 
guranratee.”

AND before we start sharpening the pencils 
for the polling stations yet again, are we even 
convinced that Corbyn genuinely wants to be

We hear all the older generation’s tales 
of popping round each other’s house for 
a cup of tea and never shutting the front 
door - well, those days seem long gone, 
which is a real shame. 

So, perhaps it’s time to go back to an 
era when there wasn’t so much emphasis 
placed on square footage (estate agents 
please note!), and as we enter a period 
of society’s existence when there may be 
more time available for people to be at 
home, shouldn’t that actually be some¬ 
where we actually enjoy being - not only 
as individuals, but as communities again?

’s pioneering women

A GROUP of female police officers 
and staff have brought history to life 
by recreating an iconic photo taken 
almost 100 years ago. 

The original image - unearthed 
from the West Midlands Police 
vaults - is believed to have been 
taken in 1919 and is the first depict¬ 
ing Birmingham Police’s Women’s 
Department. Women officers were 
first recruited in 1917 - with lock-up 
matrons Rebecca Lipscombe, who 
was aged 60 at the time, and 54-year- 


old Evelyn Miles being the pioneers 
- and by 1919 the unit had swelled to 
10. As part of the force’s centenary 
celebrations of women in policing, 
a group of present day officers and 
staff were photographed in period po¬ 
lice costume in the historic cell block 
beneath Birmingham’s Steelhouse 
Lane police station. 

West Midlands Police museum vol¬ 
unteer Corinne Brazier said: “The 
original photo is really special to me - 
it shows a group of women who made 


history by becoming the first WPcs in 
the region. 

“That achievement can’t be over¬ 
stated. They were the first to step 
into a male dominated profession, 
would have had to overcome obsta¬ 
cles and doubters, but made a great 
contribution and paved the way for 
thousands more to follow in their 
footsteps. We thought recreating 
that iconic picture would be a nice 
way to celebrate women in policing.” 

Ms Brazier wore the actual uni¬ 


form used by Ellen Vernon in 1919 
and which now hangs in the force’s 
museum. 

Other people in the photo donned 
other period police uniforms and hats 
to look the part - even though most 
were originally designed for male of¬ 
ficers. 

She added: “It wasn’t exactly a tai¬ 
lor-made fit.. .it was quite uncomfort¬ 
able and rough compared to today’s 
soft, synthetic materials. 

“I certainly wouldn’t have fancied 


working an entire shift wearing that 
uniform.” Fellow museum volun¬ 
teer Inspector Steve Rice even spent 
some of his spare time replicating a 
distinctive, studded chair on which 
Sgt Evelyn Miles is pictured sitting 
on in the original photograph. Police 
historians have used archive files and 
officer records to identify all but two 
of the women in the original picture. 

The names of the final two mystery 
women have been found but it is un¬ 
clear exactly who is who.

Community Midwife

THEY are the heavily-preg- 
nant women who have fled 
their own country in fear of 
their lives and are desperate¬ 
ly looking for help when they 
arrive in the UK. 

And for those women who find 
themselves in the Sandwell and 
West Birmingham area, that help 
comes in the form of community 
midwife Pip McKnight. 

Pip, aged 39, has played a vital 
role in setting up the Attwood Green 
Health Centre, where they provide 
special support to the women and their 
babies who arrive in the UK as asylum 
seekers. 

She said: “Among the asylum seek¬ 
ers are many women in the late stages 
of pregnancy who’ve had a traumatic 
experience getting here and who may 
even have suffered directly from vio¬ 
lence along the way. As a midwife, I’m 
particularly concerned about help¬ 
ing women who might be at risk of a 
bad outcome to their pregnancy - so 
I wrote a pathway describing how we 
might take a more active role in sup¬ 
porting pregnant asylum seekers.” 

Safer 

Pip explained why she is inter¬ 
ested in these particular mums-to-be: 
“When I see these women and their 
babies, I hear their heart-breaking 
stories. They tell me how they had to 
flee their war-torn countries and how 
their family members have been killed. 

“They have taken such a great risk 
to move to a safer country. I feel that 
I have the responsibility to make their 
experience within our maternity ser¬ 
vice and the NHS as positive as possi¬ 
ble.” Her excellent work has led to her 
being shortlisted for a Royal College of 
Midwives Award in the Reducing Ine¬ 
quality category. 

She said of the achievement: “I was 


over the moon when I heard the news. 
I feel very proud but I know we still 
have a lot of work to do to improve the 
care for this group.” 

Pip joined the NHS just three years 
ago as a qualified midwife. She re¬ 
called: “Before I became a midwife, 
I was a youth worker. But then I re¬ 
alised I would like to provide more 
support to mothers and babies, so I 
decided to change my career path. It 
was a great choice and I have never 
looked back. 

“I get to meet people from different 
walks of life and be part of the commu¬ 
nity. I guess one of the greatest things 
about being a community midwife is 
that you get to see the baby grow up. 
I regularly bump into women who I 
have looked after and their children. 
It is a wonderful thing to be part of the 
community.” 

On a typical day, Pip will run the 
antenatal and post-natal clinics to en¬ 
sure mothers and babies are healthy. 


She also holds educational sessions 
for parents-to-be who can learn more 
about how to look after their babies. 

“It’s a great way to integrate with 
the community and bring people to¬ 
gether”, she added. 

Pip will be starting a master’s de¬ 
gree in September which will give her 
the opportunity and skills to carry out 
research into improving maternity 
care for newly arrived asylum seekers. 

So who is Pip’s inspiration? “Kath¬ 
ryn Gutteridge, our consultant mid¬ 
wife, is the reason that I decided to 
come to Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust,” explained 
Pip, “She lives and breathes a wom¬ 
an-centred approach to midwifery and 
sets a standard of excellence for all 
midwives to aspire too. 

“I’m so sad to see her retire this 
year but thrilled that she has been ap¬ 
pointed President of The Royal College 
of Midwives. I can’t thank her enough 
for the support she has given me.”

“The event was held in the old pre¬ 
fabricated Sunday schoolroom adja¬ 
cent to Hall End Methodist Church.” 

Terry explains that the names of 
people he had confirmed included:

2, Floss Smith; 3, Tilly Barker; 4 ? 
Barker; 5, Janet Stocking.

A KEEN cyclist will be getting in the 
saddle to take on an 874 mile chal¬ 
lenge across the country to raise mon¬ 
ey for charity. 

Keith Woodhall has completed a 
number of big biking fundraisers in 
the past - but the 52-year-old will take 
it up a notch for the Land’s End to 
John O’Groats challenge in Septem¬ 
ber.

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No pain and no more

W HEN former university mental health lec¬ 
turer Roy Philpott recognised involuntary 
changes in his social behaviour, he knew he 
needed help — and quickly. 

“Below the radar,” he says, “things were happening to my 
teeth in my early-60s and by the time I was 70, problems 
were visible and very acute.” 

But the issues were not just affecting his oral health. 
Studies of the mysterious collaborations between our 
bodies and minds have established medical links between 
failing teeth and mental wellbeing. 

In Roy’s case invasive gum disease had challenged his 
enthusiastic approach to retirement and not least his 
passion in working for the Guide Dogs charity. 

A public speaker for the charity, he became aware of a 
’’terrible self-consciousness” doing fundraising events. 

Symptoms masked 

“My normally clear speaking voice began to change and 
people were asking me to repeat what I’d said. On reflec¬ 
tion, I was probably mumbling. Another strange thing for 
me was that I’d noticed I no longer smiled,” he says. 

During a period of three years he suffered numerous 
gum infections as the insidious disease saw him lose more 
and more teeth. “I’m a Black Country lad and typically 
Black Country folk cope and get on with things and that’s 
just what I did,” he adds. 

When antibiotics failed to work he turned to alternative 
therapies and for a couple of years herbal 
prescriptions appeared to help. 

However, in 2010, Roy recalls what 
he describes as a “turning point” in a 
downwards spiral that ultimately affected 
his ability to eat properly, his digestive 
system and social engagement. On holiday

in Scotland, Roy developed Bell’s palsy, a 
partial paralysis of the face.“Treatment 
involved the prescription of steroids,” he 
explains. 

“Suddenly, all the problems with my 
teeth appeared to disappear, but of course

were being masked by the medication and 
the infection was still in the roots of my 
teeth. I thought it had gone, but it hadn’t.” 

In less than a decade, Roy had lost more 
than 16 teeth and his diet had changed

dramatically. Embarrassing gaps meant 
he was able to chew on only one side and 
his healthy vegetarian diet, including his 
favourite apples, celery and grapes, was 
limited to soft food choices. 

“My gums hurt, food impacted between 
my remaining teeth resulting in sideward 
pressure and more loosening, and I had to 
make conscious decisions not to stay in. 

“There was no Pizza Hut for me and 
even a simple piece of toast I had to cut 
into small pieces. I was no longer really 
chewing food, just swallowing it and was 
experiencing stomach problems. 

“I’d be chewing and a tooth would just 
fall out... I was not sleeping, had a par¬ 
tial denture I couldn’t get on with and all 
I could think of was ‘what on earth am I 
going to do?’ I was desperate,” he says. 

Secure 

Inspired by testimonials published in his 
local weekly newspaper, he sought help 
with Steven Burchell DipCDT RCS(Eng), 
principal of both North Street Dental and 
Implant Clinic and the Denture Clinic. 
“What an eye-opener! 

“He spent an hour with me on my first 
consultation,” says Roy. Treatment in¬ 
volved the placing of four upper and four 
lower implants to secure over-dentures.

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“More cash for 
treatment of 
diabetes with 
£l.2m boost 

AN extra £1.2million will be ploughed into 
treatment for people with diabetes in the 
next two years. 

Thanks to two successful bids, Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust is set to double its 
diabetes nurse specialists as well as speed 
up the process of patients seen by a mul¬ 
ti-disciplinary foot team. 

Bosses have vowed the investment will 
not only improve people’s experience but 
also reduce their length of stay in the 
Manor Hospital, freeing up vital space for 
other patients. 

The borough has the third highest preva¬ 
lence of diabetes in the country. 

At any one time more than one in five 
patients at the Manor (22 per cent) are di¬ 
abetic. 

The money has come from NHS Eng¬ 
land’s Diabetes Transformation Fund, 
worth £44m in total, to target care for those 
with Type 1 and 2 diabetes.

Pub's tribute to airmen 
killed in wartime crash 


A PUB in Wolverhampton is 
to change its name in trib¬ 
ute to seven airmen killed in 
a horror air crash in the city 
- just days after the end of 
the Second World War was 
declared. 

The Albion pub in Wednesfield 
has been closed for a complete re¬ 
vamp and reopened on Wednesday 
under its new name, The Lancas¬ 
ter, recalling the crash of a bomb¬ 
er plane nearby which saw all on 
board perish. 

The Lancaster had been on a rou¬ 
tine flight when it began losing alti¬ 
tude and crashed on Lichfield Road 
on May 17, 1945. The tragic accident, 
just nine days after VE Day, left a five- 
foot crater with wreckage spread over 
two miles. The airmen on board, none 
of whom were over 24, are thought to 
be the only servicemen killed in Wol¬ 
verhampton during the Second World 
War. After the crash, the wreckage

and remains of the crew, all from East 
Kirkby, Lincolnshire, were bulldozed 
into the crater and a local minister 
performed a simple funeral ceremony. 

Some regulars have questioned the 
name change on Facebook. One said: 
“It will always be known as the Albion. 
Even years ago when it changed to the 
Harvester, people still called it the Al¬ 
bion.” 

Remembrance 

On the 70th anniversary of the 
crash two years ago, the Wednesfield 
Historical Society and the town’s St 
Thomas’s Church organised a remem¬ 
brance service. A campaign was also 
launched to secure funding for a per¬ 
manent memorial at the site 

The names of the airmen that died 
were Ronnie O’Donnell, John Sills, 
Bernard Hall, Victor Meade, Gordon 
Rabbetts, Reginald Smith and Vincent 


Southworth. The bomber came from 
Lincolnshire on a routine training 
flight before it crashed to the ground. 
The Express & Star covered the crash 
with eyewitness accounts of the crash 
and a picture showing firefighters 
spraying water into the smouldering 
crater. 

In the article, Express & Star driver 
Joe Castree said: “It passed right over 
me and there seemed to be two explo¬ 
sions in the air before the crash. 

“I ran to the spot immediately but it 
was impossible for me to do anything 
as there was just a lot of wreckage 
scattered over a wide area and no signs 
of any members of the crew. 

“Bullets were exploding and flares 
were going off.” 

Another eye witness believed the 
crew may have sacrificed their lives to 
avoid killing children playing on the 
King George playing field, where the 
plane could have landed. 

As the Lancaster went down four 
bricklayers on the road some distance 
away were blown to the ground and 
had to be treated for shock.

Celebrating 
50 years of 
Gardeners’ 
World on TV 


IT started as a seed of an idea when col¬ 
our TV was coming in and gardening was 
considered a fantastic subject for it - and 
has gone on to produce vast harvests of 
information for gardeners worldwide. 

Now, Gardeners’ World is celebrating its 50th 
year. It held anniversary events at BBC Garden¬ 
ers’ World Live at Birmingham’s NEC over four 
days last weekend, and there’s a special feature 
in this month’s edition of Gardeners’ World 
magazine - but the celebrations will no doubt 
continue long after that. 

The BBC Two show has grown to become a main¬ 
stay of British gardening TV, capturing on camera how 
trends have changed over the years, from formal bed¬ 
ding of the 1960s and 1970s, to naturalistic planting 
and wildlife-friendly spaces of 
the 1980s, outdoor rooms and 
decking of the 1990s, robotic 
mowers and “grow your own” 
resurgence of the 2000s, to 
the climate change-conscious, 
wildlife-friendly plantings for 
smaller spaces in recent years. 

“Over the last 50 years, 

Gardeners’ World has re¬ 
flected the changes in society 
at large - it’s gone from being 
presented by Percy Thrower 
(pictured) in a shirt and tie, to 
Monty Don’s much more re¬ 
laxed attire. It’s changed the 
advice it gives in line with current thinking and re¬ 
search - no more chemical solutions for example, now 
it’s all about working with nature rather than against 
it,” says Paolo Pronto, executive producer of the show. 

“The production process has changed radically. It 
used to be shot by a huge team with large TV trucks 
full of heavy machinery, who stopped for a proper sit- 
down lunch hosted by Percy. Nowadays, a small team 
using the very latest technology deliver stunning pho¬ 
tography with an array of high-tech equipment that 
would have left the original production team baffled. 

“But despite the changes in technology, the clothes 
and attitude to chemicals, at its core Gardeners’ World 
still does what it set out to do 50 years ago and that is 
to celebrate gardens and plants, and to inspire people 
to go outside, get in the garden and have a go.” 

GARDENERS’ WORLD: A POTTED HISTORY 



1968-76: Percy Thrower: Organised bedding schemes 
were his forte. 

1976-79: Arthur Billitt: Large vegetable beds repre¬ 
sented Arthur’s practical style. 

1979-1996: Geoff Hamilton: The first presenter to 
begin to garden organically. He shared trial and error 
methods with viewers. 

1996-2002: Alan Titch- 
marsh: Alan showed the 
worth of ornamental grasses 
and a rich colour palette of 
perennials. 

2003-2008: Monty Don: He 
brought informal planting 
and a relaxed style for long 
borders to the fore. 

2008-10: Toby Buckland: 
Toby transformed an unin¬ 
spiring field into a garden 
buzzing with life. But nov¬ 
elty ideas such as 30-minute 
makeovers didn’t inspire 
viewers. This new style was axed at the end of 2010. 

2011-present: Monty returned after recovering from 
a stroke and the programme moved to his own garden 
at Longmeadow, Herefordshire.

:: Monty Don 

On Geoff Hamilton: “Geoff Hamilton was my first 
recollection of Gardeners’ World. Geoff was an inspi¬ 
rational figure for me. I liked the way he was organic, 
the fact he took issue over the limestone pavements 
and peat debate. As a public figure, I think he was 
very brave. Everything you do is scrutinised and so to 
stand up and say something like he did was very brave. 
I think he saw organics as a personal journey and he 
was evangelical about it... and for quite a long time, 
he’d give you both options.” 

On Barnsdale Gardens, created by Geoff Hamilton in 
Rutland for Gardeners’ World: “If you look at a plan of 
Barnsdale it looks all wrong. No garden designer would 
ever have designed that. But when you go there, it feels 
right. And I think that’s because it’s all about Geoff 
Hamilton. The man absolutely enthuses the place and 
actually all great gardens, all good gardens, come down 
to individuals.”

On Percy Thrower: “Percy was the first identifiable 
icon and it is impossible to say, to convey, how big he 
was.” 

On taking over from Geoff Hamilton: “I remember 
the letter that came in: ‘Dear Mr Titchmarsh, when 
you took over from Geoff Hamilton my heart sank... 
I’ve been watching you these past few months... you’ll 
do.’ The nicest thing anybody’s ever written to me.”

Not too late to plant your 
summer pots - just yet 



A pot-bound plant is something gardeners should seek to avoid 


Feed should be added to the compost to keep it going through summer and beyond

SO, summer’s here and you’ve 
left it late to get your summer pa¬ 
tio plants in their pots, ready to 
add some colour to your outdoor 
space. 

Don’t despair, because leaving it late 
can have its advantages. You’re like¬ 
ly to get bedding bargains in garden 
centres keen to sell off their summer 
annuals and you’ll still be able to en¬ 
joy pots of colour throughout July and 
August and even into September if you 
look after them and choose wisely. 

Late-summer blooms such as dahlias and 
lilies can help make summer containers last 


into autumn, so consider putting a few of 
them in to prolong your season. 

Here’s our step-by-step guide to planting 
up some summer colour for your patio, even 
if it’s late in the season... 

CHECK ANNUALS AREN’T POT-BOUND 

When choosing bedding, try to avoid 
plants which have loads of roots sticking 
out of the bottom of the pot, which indicate 
the plants have been in there for far too 
long and can make it tricky to remove the 
plants from their containers. 

MAKE SURE PLANTS HAVE 
GOOD DRAINAGE 

Line the base of pots with drainage holes 
with crocks (bits of broken pot) or some 
other material, which will allow free drain¬ 
age because most patio plants won’t enjoy 
sitting in water and wet roots. I usually use 
the polystyrene I bought the bedding plants 


in because it’s lighter than crocks if you are 
going to be moving the pots around. Then 
fill the pot with multi-purpose compost 
to around three-quarters full, adding wa¬ 
ter-retaining crystals to the mix. 

STRUCTURE YOUR DISPLAY 
Put your main plant in first, which 
should be taller than the trailers which go 
around it and will spill over the side of the 
pot. The tall plant will form the framework 
for the rest of the display. Firm it in with 
more compost. Fill around the edges with 
smaller plants such as trailing lobelia, ba- 
copa and verbena, adding compost as you 
go. Often people will use a miniature conifer 
as the tall aspect of the display, but you can 
just as easily use upright geraniums or os- 
teospermums in smaller containers or more 
exotic plants like spiky cordylines or exot¬ 
ic-looking cannas if you have bigger pots. 


FEED YOUR PLANTS 

Add granular feed to the compost mix 
which should keep it going through summer 
and beyond - there are many formulas on 
the market, which help reduce the need for 
feeding the plant with liquid feed through¬ 
out the summer. Many composts also con¬ 
tain water-retaining and feeding elements. 

KEEP THEM WELL WATERED 

Water newly-planted plants in well. If 
it’s dry, you will need to water the plants 
every day and in prolonged dry spells, twice 
a day. Do it early morning or at dusk to 
reduce evaporation. Remember that the 
smaller the pot you use, the more watering 
the plants will need because there will be 
limited compost to retain moisture. Go for 
the largest pots you hav.

New shops set for arcade 
after £l00k investment

THE operator of a shopping 
parade has pumped £100,000 
in a major revamp and signed 
up a pair of new tenants. 

Work will now start to convert 
shop units at Scott Arms in Great 
Barr to accommodate them later 
this year. 

It follows owner LCP’s introduc¬ 
tion of 90-minute free car parking at 
the parade. Dignity, one of the bigger 
chains of funeral businesses in the 
country, and an unnamed nationwide 
takeaway and delivery chain have both 
signed tenancy agreements at Scott 


Arms, which is managed by LCP. A 
third high street name, which is not 
yet being named, is also under offer. 

LCP is a major property investment 
group with retail and industrial sites 
across the Black Country. It is based 
on Kingswinford’s Pensnett Estate, 
which it also owns. 

The company’s retail portfolio 
manager, Jo Salmon, said the Scott 
Arms deals gathered pace after LCP 
decided to introduce free parking for 
90 minutes at the shopping parade in 
January. LCP has also spent £100,000 
carrying out a reconfiguration of the 
existing space to attract the new re¬ 


tailers to the scheme. Dignity has 
signed a 10-year lease for a 1,400 sq ft 
unit, while the takeaway and delivery 
chain has agreed a 20-year lease for a 
2,066 sq ft unit, which will also have 
seating for customers. 

“We are very pleased to have signed 
up these two new tenants to Scott 
Arms,” said Jo. 

LCP says is planning further im¬ 
provements at Scott Arms, including 
a car park extension, upgraded land¬ 
scaping and common parts, plus new 
signage. Other occupiers include Ice¬ 
land, Greggs, Well Pharmacy and Lad¬ 
brokes.

e’s thrilled that the new 
touring production of 
hit musical La Cage 
aux Folles will land in 
Wolverhampton from 
Tuesday. 


EastEnders star John John had a great time when he 
visited Birmingham recently, as the show featured in the 
city’s Gay Village. Because the lavish new production 
about a drag artiste in a vibrant St Tropez nightclub is a 
tale of inclusivity. 

John says: “The message is that you can be whoever 
you want to be, no matter what race, religion or sexuality 
you are. We all have to learn to accept, celebrate, 
acknowledge and respect each other’s differences. We 
need to realise that we’re all individuals living together, so 
we have to get along.” 

Bill Kenwright’s La Cage aux Folles is a glitzy, high- 
kicking, feather-trimmed joy starring John and Adrian 
Zmed. It will feature at Wolverhampton’s Grand until July 1. 

George and the dazzling drag artiste Albin, otherwise 
known as Za Za and the star of La Cage aux Folles, live 
an idyllic existence in the heart of St Tropez. But behind 
the curtains of this sparkling extravaganza, all may be 
about to change. 

Georges’ son Jean-Michel announces his engagement 
to the daughter of a notorious right-wing politician 
determined to close down the local colourful night-life. 
Drama and hilarity ensue when a meeting of the parents 
forces them to cover up their vibrant lifestyle. Will Albin be 
able to play the role of his life to ensure that Jean-Michel 
can marry his love? 

The production stars West End hero John, whose 
extensive theatre credits include the West End 
productions of A Chorus Line at the London Palladium, 
Cats, Starlight Express and Chicago. He also played the 
loveable Christian in BBC’s EastEnders. 

Alongside him is Broadway star Adrian, whose 
credits include Blood Brothers, Grease and Falsettos. 

On television he played Officer Vince 
Romano alongside William Shatner in 
the long running hit series T.J. Hooker 
and big screen credits include Johnny 
in Grease 2. 

Joining them is West End icon, 

Marti Webb. She received huge 
critical acclaim for Tell Me on a 
Sunday, a show specifically 
written for her by Andrew Lloyd 
Webber and Don Black. 

John has spent a lifetime 
preparing for such roles, 
having left school for Cats 
as a teenager. 

“Leaving school 
for Cats when I 
was 16 really 
wasn’t a big 
decision. I’d 
trained for it all 
my life. I’d been away 
at boarding school, 
the Royal Ballet School, 
since I was nine years old, 
and by 16 I was ready to go. 

“During that first year of 
touring, my father passed 
away. I had to deal with a lot 
personally and I also grew up 
a lot. Thinking back on it now, 
it was quite extraordinary, but 
at the time, when you’re 16, you 
don’t give it much attention. 

It doesn’t seem unusual or 
dangerous or out of the 
ordinary.” 

That production remains 
dear to John and he has 
the fondest memories 
of it: “Cats is dear to me 
because it’s the only time 
my father has seen me 
perform. The show will 
always have a special 
place in my heart for that 
reason, but it was also a 


place I spent a lot of my youth. Things 
got very comfortable and very familiar. 

It never felt like going to work, it felt like 
going home.” 

And yet despite getting such a good 
start to his career, John had to work hard 
to make a go of things. While he landed on 
his feet in Cats, he had to repeat the feat again 
and again and again, until he was established. 

“It’s easy to get your first job, but it’s really 
about getting your fifth and your sixth and so on. 
It’s about keeping it going. Being able to take the 
rejections, the criticisms, the good reviews, the bad 
reviews . . . that’s what gets difficult. In many ways, 
one of the things I’m most proud of is that I’ve stuck it 
out and endured it.” 

He’s doing so at present following the death of his 
mother. John had appeared on Celebrity Big Brother 
to raise funds for her care, which cost £45,000 per 
year. However, his mum, Bridget, died in April after 
being diagnosed with dementia and Alzheimer’s in 2010. 

John tried to care for her as long as he could and she 
moved in with him for a while. 

“Then, when we as a family felt we were not equipped 
medically to deal with her condition - my sister 
and I both work - we had to find her a 
placement. 

“The only place we felt was fitting for her 
cost that amount of money and we saw 
a lot of places.” 

He said: “My 
mum passed 
away with 
zero in her 
bank account. 
Zero. I wish she 
had enjoyed the 
money. She saved 
for the wrong things, 
she saved for her family. 

“My mum worked so hard 
every day of her life and what she had was 
to leave, not to us necessarily, but to her 
grandchildren, and that was all she had. 

“People now say things like, There are 
positive ways to live with dementia’. You name 
me one. Because as far as I can see, there 
is nothing positive to having Alzheimer’s or 
dementia. 

“It is brutal and it is cruel and I have 
nothing good to say about it.” 


La Cage aux Folles is a joyous production. The original 
1983 Broadway production received nine nominations 
for Tony Awards and won six, including Best Musical, 

Best Score and Best Book. The success of the musical 
spawned a West End production and several international 
runs. 

The 2004 Broadway revival won the Tony Award for 
Best Revival, and the 2008 London revival garnered the 
Laurence Olivier Award for Best Musical Revival. The 2010 
Broadway revival was nominated for eleven Tony Awards, 
winning the Tony Award for Best Revival of a Musical. 

It has toured around the world, with productions in 
Australia, Germany, Colombia, Mexico, Estonia, Spain, 
Portugal, Holland, Korea, Denmark, Panama, Puerto 
Rica, Swede and the Philippines. 

John is happy simply to be a part of it: “Thinking about 
La Cage aux Folles makes me quite emotional. We’ve 
had a standing ovation every night. I’ve just come off a 
sell-out tour of Chicago and we very rarely had a standing 
ovation. This is the kind of show that compels people 
to get on their feet. The book [by Harvey Fierstein] is a 
gift, there isn’t a word out of place. To be able to stand 
onstage every night and sing “I Am What I Am” is really 
life-affirming. 

“It’s a riot from start to finish. Gary McCann has done 
an amazing job with our set - it looks like the inside of a 
jewellery box. My costumes are sensational - I have 14 
changes in the first half alone. Albin has been played by 
some legends before me, and it’s not something I take 
on lightly. I’m from Manchester and I decided to play him 
as a northerner. It feels very familiar to me, and I feel very 
comfortable in his shoes because of that.”

As leader of 1970s British 
rock legends Mott The 
Hoople, Ian Hunter is widely 
revered as one of rock 
‘n’ roll’s most compelling 
performers and most 
articulate songwriters. 

As author of such anthems as All 
The Way From Memphis and the 
voice of such landmark albums as 
All The Young Dudes, he remains a 
hero to fellow musicians and fans 
around the world.

Mott disbanded in 1974 and 
Ian moved to New York, starting a 
celebrated solo career.

Ones Are Taken. 

Barry Manilow took one of Ian’s 
most personal songs, Ships into the 
charts . 


Ian took time out to produce in 
the ‘80’s, returning in 1993, since 
then Ian has produced what some 
critics feel to be his best work , 

The Artful Dodger, Rant, Shrunken 
Heads, Man Overboard and When 
I’m President. 

Mott The Hoople have reformed 
twice and Hunter played two 
successful tours with them. 

But, whilst proud of his past 
achievements, he would prefer to 
focus on the future. Hunter said: 
“For the first 15 years of my life, I 
had no idea what I was here for. But 
then Elvis came out and it was, ‘Oh, 
that’s what I am here for’. 

“Rock ‘n’ roll gave me a great life 
and I don’t know what I would have 
done without it.

M any viewers couldn’t 

contain their excitement 
when it was announced that 
this puzzle-based TV show was 
winging its way back to our screens. 

It follows last year’s successful 
Stand Up To Cancer special, hosted 
by Stephen Merchant. Rumours of a 
full-time TV comeback first surfaced 
last year, with former Doctor Who 
David Tennant tipped to host. 

However, it was Richard Ayoade 
who was eventually announced as 
the new Maze Master for the series 
reboot. 

The comedian first found fame 
through his roles in The Mighty 
Boosh, Garth Marenghi’s Darkplace 
and The IT Crowd, but has recently 
become an accomplished 
presenter, fronting factual shows 
Travel Man and Gadget Man. 

The Rocky Horror Picture Show 
writer and star Richard O’Brien was 
the first and most recognised host 
of The Crystal Maze, presenting the 
show during it most successful 
period from 1990 to 1993. 

He was known for his kooky and 


quirky demeanour during the 
show’s games, including his 
Victorian sense of fashion and 
playing the harmonica while he 
waited for contestants to complete 
the tasks.Edward Tudor-Pole then 
took over and ran proceedings 
before the show ended in 1995.

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Taste of Greece - on your doorstep 



WHETHER it was the warm sunny Sunday 
afternoon, the party in full swing all around 
us or simply the layout of the quaint and 
rustic-looking restaurant we were sat in... 

Whatever it was, we all felt like we had been whisked 
off to the shores of the Mediterranean. We were in 
fact in a lovely little Greek restaurant, in the middle of 
Kingswinford, but with the beautifully-decorated walls 
and cafe-style layout. 

We had driven passed Zendi, in High Street, on 
numerous occasions and felt it was time to give the 
place a go. Having never eaten at a Greek restaurant 
- but having looked at the menu online and realised 
the food appeared to tick pretty much all the boxes of 
ingredients we love - we were really looking forward to 
the experience. 

CELEBRATION 

What we hadn’t planned on was arriving in the 
middle of a celebration, with scores of happy people 
celebrating the birth of a newborn baby. But for us, 
however, the celebrations just added to the lovely 
atmosphere. 

My wife, Kelly, had already taken a quick glance 
online to see what was on offer, but a little warning is 
needed here - they are not exactly the same, so she was 
a little disappointed to find the swordfish was no longer 
on offer. But there was still plenty to choose from. 

Before the meals, drinks were ordered. My two-year- 
old daughter, Annabelle, had a simple blackcurrant 
squash while we decided to share a bottle of wine. 

When the time came to order our food I was left with 
a dilemma. What to choose when everything looked 
and smelt so good. Zendi’s chefs pride themselves 
on hand-picking their ingredients, which are delivered 
fresh, daily, to give customers ‘a truly refreshing taste 


of Greece’. Not knowing how big the portions would be 
- but knowing we were all very hungry - we ordered a 
starter each, which we shared. 

First was the tzatziki, a famous Greek dip made with 
yoghurt, shredded cucumber, garlic and mint. It is one 
of my wife’s favourites, plus Annabelle likes anything 
with yoghurt in it.Vegetarian dolmades, oryalantzi, was 
my preferred choice, vine leaves stuffed with rice, herbs, 
vegetable oil and onions, served with a tomato sauce. It 
was delicious. 

My wife opted for the Snack of Crete, grilled crusty 


bread rubbed with fresh garlic, served with tomatoes, 
spring onions, feta cheese, oregano and a dash of olive 
oil. With the mains we decided to try to eat and drink 
traditional dishes, I went for the classic kleftiko, fresh 
leg of lamb on the bone, braised slowly in an oven with 
fresh vegetables, herbs and red wine until tender. 

Kelly decided on the stifado, lean cubes of beef and 
baby onions, cooked in a casserole and herbs until 
tender, served with rice or French fries. 

There isn’t a children’s menu as such, instead the 
restaurant makes recommendations and brings out 


smaller versions of the main meals on offer. Finally, it 
was time for the dessert. 

We were all pretty full so we decided to share one - 
and it was a great decision. 

We settled on the Zendi Galaktoboureko, a divine 
combination of creamy custard and flaky filo dough 
textures, all wrapped up in a cinnamon and citrus 
flavoured filling. 

So, if you fancy being whisked away to the sights, 
sounds and flavours of Greece give Zendi a try.

This humble all-rounder 
is realising his potential 


HIS Champions Trophy campaign may 
have ended just three overs into the tour¬ 
nament, but Great Barr’s Chris Woakes 
is still hoping to make an impact on the 
game this summer. 

The all-rounder told of his frustration after 
being ruled out of the one-day tournament - 
won by Pakistan at the weekend - early in the 
first game against Bangladesh after suffering a 
side strain. 

He faces a race against time to be fit for the first 
of this summer’s Test matches against South Africa 
on July 6. 

However, the humble 28-year-old is still deter¬ 
mined to have a big say. 

“Hopefully I can be a part of the majority of it, if 
not all of it,” he said. “There are some really impor¬ 
tant Test matches to come. 

“These are exciting times.” 

According to those who know him best, the all- 
rounder was stunned almost into silence upon learn¬ 
ing he had been bought by the Kolkata Knight Riders 
in the Indian Premier League auction for a figure just 
shy of half a million pounds. 

Modest 

Compared to the £1.7million spent on England 
team-mate Ben Stokes by the wonderfully-monikered 
Rising Pune Supergiants, it appears a rather modest 
amount. 

Not that it bothers Woakes in the slightest, allow¬ 
ing him as it does the opportunity to write the next 
chapter in a career which has in the past 12 months 
begun to hit the heights long anticipated. 

That Woakes was a cricketer of considerable poten¬ 
tial was evident from the moment he broke through 
the ranks at Warwickshire, topping the county’s 
bowling averages in 2008 at the age of just 19. 

International call-ups inevitably followed, first as 
part of the limited overs set-up and then, in 2013, at 
Test level. 

But as has been the case with so many others who 
shone in the county game, finding his feet in the in¬ 
ternational arena took time. 

Even as late as this time last year, it remained 
unclear whether his potential would ever be ful-

filled. Those questions have now been emphatically 
answered. “It was a breakthrough year,” admits 
Woakes. 

“I’d had a tricky time of it in South Africa during 
the winter of 2015, when things did not go as well as I 
would have liked. I got back to Warwickshire and just 
hit the ground running.” 

That last sentence belongs firmly in understate¬ 
ment category. 

An injury to Stokes opened the door for Woakes 
and he headed to the second Test from Sri Lanka last 
May fresh from taking career best figures of 9-36 in a 
County Championship game with Durham. 

Five wickets followed as England romped home to 
victory. What had proven so tough before suddenly 
came naturally and Woakes has never looked back. 

“It almost snowballed out of control really,” he 
laughs. It’s the sort of form you want to bottle and 
take everywhere with you. 

“There are always going to be ups and downs but 
last summer was an up. I think my game has ma¬ 
tured. The more you are exposed to international 
cricket, the more you adapt. 

“There are very few who go into it and boss it from 
day one. Having those tasters, in and out, was defi¬ 
nitely good for me. 

“I feel like my game has improved to the stage 
when I can perform at that level. I am more confi¬ 


dent. I have a belief in myself that I am good enough 
to do it.” That belief was tested in India as Woakes 
tasted the IPL phenomenon for the first time. Eoin 
Morgan, England’s limited overs captain, provided a 
useful source of advice. 

“I tapped up Eoin Morgan, who has been there for 
many years,” says Woakes. “I think he has done four 
or five tournaments. 

“I asked him what to expect, pick his brains about 
how to go about it. I think every team, every fran¬ 
chise, does things a little differently. 

“It is one of those experiences that until you get out 
there and put yourself in the pressure environment, 
you don’t know how you are going to handle it.” 

The success of Twenty20 is threatening to change 
the shape of cricket forever and everyone has an opin¬ 
ion on the ECB’s plans to introduce a similar style 
tournament to IPL to the English game. 

It is, as Warwickshire sporting director Ashley 
Giles so accurately observed, ‘cricket’s Brexit’. 

You can place Woakes firmly in the ‘in favour but 
with some reservations’ camp. 

Concept 

“We have seen how well it has worked in India and 
Australia and it’s important we get more faces into 
the sport,” he said. 

“More kids playing the game and enjoying cricket. I 
think it is a great idea and a great concept. 

“Although it is not going to happen until 2020, it 
needs to happen in this country. The game is con¬ 
stantly evolving and you need to keep improving it 
and making it attractive to the public. 

“They don’t want to keep paying for the same 
thing. It is important we don’t want to stand still. 

“At the same time you don’t want to lose the inter¬ 
est in Test cricket and it just to become a T20 sport. 
The traditions of the game are very important.” 

Those Test traditions will be firmly in the spotlight 
later this year when England head to Australia for 
The Ashes. 

The latest instalment of one of sport’s greatest ri¬ 
valries will come after a close to relentless summer 
which includes a series against South Africa, when 
Joe Root will make his debut as captain. A series 
against the West Indies will follow.

ALBION are insisting star de¬ 

fender Jonny Evans is not for 
sale amid reports Leicester City 
are readying a second bid. 

The club have already rejected a 

£10million bid from the Foxes, which 
was seen as a derisory offer in the corri¬ 
dors of power at The Hawthorns. 

But Leicester, who 
signed Harry Maguire 
from Hull City for £17m 
last week, still want an¬ 
other centre-half to bolster 
their backline. 

The Foxes remain keen 
on Evans, but sources at 
Albion say they would only 
entertain bids north of 
£25m, and only once an¬ 
other defender was bought. 
Evans’ team-mates don’t 
expect him to be going an¬ 
ywhere. Gareth McAuley, 
his centre-back partner for 
Albion and Northern Ireland, said: “Jonny’s been 
linked but I don’t think they will sell - they will be 
looking to build a team around him.” 

The Baggies only have four senior defenders 
at the moment, and would need to buy two cen¬ 
tre-backs if Evans followed former Manchester 
United team-mate Darren Fletcher out of the door. 

Tony Pulis is still keen on former Chelsea cap¬ 
tain John Terry, and sees the 36-year-old as a po¬ 
tential replacement for Fletcher in the dressing 
room. 

Talks are ongoing, although Terry has a num¬ 
ber of options, including offers from Birmingham 
City, Villa and Bournemouth, and it is not yet clear 
what the defender wants to do. 

Pulis is also keeping an eye on Ryan Shawcross’s 
ongoing contract negotiations at Stoke City. Shaw- 
cross, who was made Potters captain by Pulis, has 
one year left on his current deal, although he’s now 
been offered a new contract. Stoke chief executive 
Tony Scholes confirmed: “When you’ve got im¬ 
portant players, you want to do something sooner 
rather than later.” 

Albion have announced they will kick-start their 
pre-season schedule with a match against Czech 
champions Slavia Prague on Wednesday, July 12.
